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The  Quarter  in  Review 


The  balance  of  $2,464,998  on  hand  in  the  State 
Public  Welfare  Fund  on  January  1,  1942,  plus  $5,- 
959,533  received  during  the  first  3 months  of  the  year, 
aggregated  $8,424,531  for  the  quarter.  Expenditure 
of  $6,000,284  in  the  3-month  period  left  a balance  of 
$2,424,247  on  March  31st.  Information  as  to  state  and 
federal  funds  allotted  to  the  counties;  on  analysis  of 
Old  Age  Pension  Fund  receipts  and  disbursements; 
statistics  on  applications,  case  loads,  and  obligations 
incurred  for  public  assistance;  and  summary  tabula- 
tions of  services  under  the  various  special  programs 
administered  by  the  State  Department  of  Public  Wel- 
fare are  presented  in  the  tables  on  pages  4-17. 

ASSISTANCE  TO  CASES  UNDER  THE  SOCIAL 
SECURITY  PROGRAMS 

The  open  case  load  in  the  public  assistance  cate- 
gories under  the  Social  Security  Act  changed  very 
little  during  the  first  3 months  of  1942.  On  March 
31st  as  compared  with  January  1st,  there  were  56 
more  Old  Aid  Pension  cases,  27  more  Aid  to  Depend- 
ent Children  families,  and  4 less  Aid  to  the  Blind 
cases.  (Tables  4-6.)  The  cases  receiving  money 
payments  under  the  3 programs  monthly  averaged: 
39,517  Class  A and  3,442  Class  B Old  Age  Pension 
recipients;  6,168  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  families 
with  15,217  dependent  children;  638  recipients  under 
the  Aid  to  the  Blind  program.  (Table  7.) 

Obligations 

Obligations  incurred  for  all  the  types  of  assistance 
given  under  the  3 programs  totaled  $5,166,471:  that 
is.  Old  Age  Pension  program,  $4,529,245;  Aid  to  De- 
pendent Children,  $569,634;  Aid  to  the  Blind,  $67,592. 

The  average  Old  Age  Pension  payment  was 
$32.90  in  January,  $40.89  in  February,  and  $30.95  in 
March.  No  deduction  from  the  authorized  awards 
was  necessary  in  February,  but  lesser  adequacy  of 
funds  earmarked  for  Old  Age  Pension  purposes  in 
January  and  March  occasioned  deductions  of  $8  and 
$10,  respectively.  The  average  money  payment  per 
family  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Children  was  nearly  $3 1 
in  each  of  the  3 months.  In  all  3 months  the  average 
money  payment  to  Aid  to  the  Blind  recipients  was 
approximately  $33.  (Table  7.) 

Supplementation 

An  average  of  1,554  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
families,  404  households  receiving  Old  Age  Pensions, 
and  15  households  receiving  Aid  to  the  Blind  were 
provided  supplemental  assistance  of  some  type  from 
General  Assistance  funds.  (Table  8.)  Obligations 


for  the  supplementation  aggregated  $98,964  distrib- 
uted as  follows:  $69,844  for  Aid  to  Dependent  Chil- 
dren families;  $28,679  for  Old  Age  Pension  house- 
holds; $441  for  Aid  to  the  Blind  cases.  (Table  9.) 
The  supplementation  to  Aid  to  Dependent  Children 
families  and  Old  Age  Pension  households  includes, 
respectively,  $4,347  and  $710  in  obligations  against 
Tuberculosis  Assistance  funds  for  care  of  tuberculous 
members  of  the  families. 

GENERAL  ASSISTANCE 

General  Assistance  obligations  incurred  for  cases 
during  the  quarter  totaled  $908,227,  inclusive  of  sup- 
plementation to  cases  in  the  Social  Security  cate- 
gories. Fifty-five  per  cent  of  the  total  obligations 
were  incurred  for  cases  not  in  the  Social  Security 
categories  which  had  no  employable  members;  34 
per  cent  for  cases  not  in  the  Social  Security  categories 
which  had  employable  members;  and  1 1 per  cent  for 
cases  in  the  3 special  categories.  (Table  9.) 

For  the  quarter  as  a whole,  cash  assistance  repre- 
sented 66  per  cent  of  the  obligations  incurred  for 
General  Assistance  to  cases;  hospitalization  and 
medical  care,  21  per  cent;  assistance  in  kind,  almost 
12  per  cent;  and  burials,  about  one  per  cent.  (Tables 
10  and  11.)  Almost  one-fourth  of  the  total  obligations 
for  hospitalization  and  medical  care  were  for  Tuber- 
culosis Assistance,  a program  for  which  special  funds 
are  appropriated  by  the  state  and  the  counties;  about 
6 per  cent  of  the  obligations  for  burials  were  charge- 
able to  Tuberculosis  Assistance. 

DISTRIBUTION  OF  SURPLUS  COMMODITIES 

In  the  first  quarter  of  1942,  as  in  preceding  years, 
surplus  commodities  were  distributed  to  public  assist- 
ance cases  and  to  families  whose  low  incomes  place 
them  on  the  relief  borderline,  to  schools  included  in 
the  Community  School  Lunch  Program,  to  WPA  and 
NYA  projects,  and  to  public  institutions.  Information 
received  by  the  Division  of  Surplus  Commodity  Dis- 
tribution and  Food  Stamp  Plan  that  commodities  des- 
ignated as  surplus  will  be  available  in  future  months 
assures  continued  distribution. 

Food  Stamp  Plan 

In  the  3 months  ended  March  31,  1942,  food  was 
distributed  to  families  and  individuals  by  the  stamp 
method  in  Denver  County,  in  26  counties  which 
adopted  the  Food  Stamp  Plan  in  1941,  and  in  5 addi- 
tional counties  which  put  the  stamp  method  into  oper- 
ation in  January,  1942. 
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Purchases  of  orange-colored  stamps  in  the  32 
counties  under  the  plan  totaled  $758,882  for  the  quar- 
ter, and  blue  stamps  worth  $365,337  were  issued  free 
with  the  orange-colored  ones.  (Table  12.)  The  cases 
certified  as  eligible  for  stamps  averaged  20,363  a 
month:  7,917  a month  in  Denver  County  and  12,446  a 
month  in  the  31  other  counties  under  the  stamp  plan. 
About  50  per  cent  of  the  total  cases  certified  as  eligi- 
ble obtained  stamps,  but  the  percentages  for  the 
individual  counties  in  the  separate  months  ranged 
from  10  per  cent  to  85  per  cent.  (Table  13.)  Table  14 
gives  information  on  the  number  of  food  stamp  certi- 
fications and  the  value  of  the  stamps  disbursed  in 
Denver  according  to  assistance  group. 

Direct  Distribution 

Somewhat  more  than  2,166,800  pounds  of  food 
with  an  estimated  wholesale  value  of  $168,131  were 
distributed  by  the  direct  method  to  cases  in  counties 
not  under  the  Food  Stamp  Plan.  In  addition,  an 
average  of  666  schools  a month  received  food  by 
direct  distribution  under  the  Community  School 
Lunch  Program  and  served  the  food  to  an  average 
of  38,437  children  a month. 

Clothing  and  household  goods  distributed  to  cases 
totaled  168,693  items  with  an  estimated  wholesale 
value  of  $286,761.  Considerable  quantities  of  com- 
modities also  were  distributed  to  WPA  and  NYA 
projects  and  to  public  institutions  in  the  state.  Tables 
15  and  16  give  information  on  the  number  of  cases 
certified  as  eligible  for  surplus  commodities  and  on 
the  quantity  and  value  of  the  commodities  distributed 
by  the  direct  method  according  to  agency  or  pro- 
gram. 

CHILD  WELFARE  SERVICES 

In  the  first  quarter  of  1942,  the  Division  of  Child 
Welfare  provided  case  work  services  to  an  overage 
of  1,359  children  monthly:  722  a month  given  major 
services  and  637  given  minor  services.  Table  17 
shows  the  number  of  children  served  each  month 
according  to  type  of  service.  In  addition  to  the  serv- 
ices shown  in  the  table,  child  welfare  workers  on  the 
staffs  of  the  County  Departments  of  Public  Welfare, 
without  assuming  case  work  responsibility,  cooper- 
ated with  public  assistance  workers  and  teachers  in 
helping  many  families  to  work  through  various  prob- 
lems presented  by  their  children. 

Types  of  Service 

The  largest  number  of  children  given  major  serv- 
ices, or  on  overage  of  432  a month,  were  in  their  own 
homes  or  the  homes  of  relatives,  and  the  majority  of 
the  children  given  minor  services  also  were  in  their 
own  homes.  Even  though  the  Division  places  em- 


phasis on  helping  to  keep  children  in  their  own 
homes  whenever  possible,  it  is  necessary  sometimes 
to  remove  a child  to  a foster  home.  During  the  quar- 
ter the  Division  supervised  on  average  of  253  chil- 
dren monthly  in  foster  homes.  In  addition,  the  child 
welfare  workers  and  consultants  cooperated  with 
public  and  private  institutions  in  giving  service  to  a 
monthly  average  of  32  children  known  to  the  Divi- 
sion who  were  referred  to  institutions.  An  average 
of  4 children  monthly  were  referred  to  hospitals  for 
treatment  or  some  special  plan  was  made  for  them. 

As  was  pointed  out  in  a previous  article,  the  need 
for  housekeeper  service  in  connection  with  the  child 
welfare  program  is  increasing  in  Colorado  due  to  the 
war  emergency.  It  has  been  difficult,  however,  to 
secure  housekeepers  because  of  more  remunerative 
positions  being  offered  them  in  private  industry. 

State  White  House  Conference 

A state  White  House  Conference  on  Children  in  a 
Democracy,  called  by  Governor  Ralph  L.  Carr,  was 
held  in  Denver  on  March  19th,  20th,  and  21st  to  con- 
sider the  needs  of  the  children  of  Colorado.  This 
state  White  House  Conference,  the  second  to  be  held 
in  Colorado,  followed  the  pattern  of  the  decennial 
national  White  House  Conferences,  the  first  of  which 
was  called  by  Theodore  Roosevelt  in  1909  and  the 
most  recent  by  Franklin  D.  Roosevelt  in  1940. 

Invitations  to  the  1942  conference  in  Colorado 
were  issued  to  individuals  active  in  representative 
organizations  throughout  the  state,  and  approxi- 
mately 1,200  persons  attended  the  meetings.  Under 
the  chairmanship  of  Dr.  Bradford  J.  Murphey  of  Den- 
ver, numerous  child  welfare  problems  were  dis- 
cussed, addresses  were  made  by  outstanding  speak- 
ers, and  recommendations  were  presented  as  to 
programs  and  activities  vitally  affecting  the  well- 
being of  children  in  the  state. 

Marshall  Field  III  of  Chicago  and  New  York, 
Chairman  of  the  National  Citizens  Committee  of  the 
White  House  Conference  on  Children  in  a Democ- 
racy, gave  the  opening  address,  entitled  "A  Guide 
for  Wartime  Planning  for  Children."  Mrs.  Katherine 
Dummer  Fisher  of  Winnetka,  Illinois,  member  of  the 
National  Citizens  Committee  on  State  Programs  and 
Conferences,  presented  the  subject  of  "Children  in  a 
Democracy  at  War."  Dr.  Betty  Eckhordt  May  of  New 
York  City,  Director  of  the  National  Citizens  Committee 
of  the  White  House  Conference  on  Children  in  a De- 
mocracy, spoke  on  "Results  of  National  and  Sta'e 
White  House  Conferences."  Mrs.  Robert  Bosworth  of 
Denver,  Chairman  of  the  Woman's  Committee  of  the 
Colorado  Defense  Council,  addressed  the  group  on 
"The  Coordination  of  the  Conference  Objectives  with 
Defense  Activities." 
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At  the  conclusion  of  the  conference  it  was  recom- 
mended that  a local  White  House  Conference  be  held 
in  each  county  of  Colorado  during  the  current  year. 

OTHER  PUBLIC  WELFARE  SERVICES 

Complementary  to  the  Social  Security  programs 
of  public  assistance,  the  General  Assistance  program, 
and  the  child  welfare  services  summarized  above — 
and  closely  integrated  with  those  programs — are  the 
CCC  selection  services;  the  Services  for  the  Blind, 
needy  or  otherwise;  and  the  State-County  Tubercu- 
losis Assistance  program  referred  to  in  a previous 
section. 

CCC  Enrollment 

The  number  of  youths  seeking  employment  in  the 
Civilian  Conservation  Corps  and  the  number  of  en- 
rollees  in  the  Corps  decreased  during  the  first  quarter 
of  1942.  (Table  18.)  On  March  31,  1942,  there  were 
538  Colorado-selected  enrollees  in  camps  as  com- 
pared with  776  on  January  1st  of  that  year  and  1,780 
on  March  31st  of  the  preceding  year.  With  the  de- 
crease in  enrolled  personnel,  the  number  of  comps 
in  operation  was  reduced — there  were  17  in  opera- 
tion on  March  31,  1942,  as  compared  with  25  on  Janu- 
ary 1,  1942,  and  40  on  March  31,  1941.  A greater 
decrease  in  enrolled  man-strength  is  anticipated  dur- 
ing the  next  3 months.  The  reduction  in  the  number 
of  enrollees  in  the  Corps  and  in  the  number  of  youths 
seeking  CCC  placement  is  attributed  to  an  increase 
in  employment  opportunities  due  to  war  emergency 
construction  work  and  agricultural  activities. 

Services  for  the  Blind 

During  the  first  quarter  of  this  year  the  Home 
Teachers  of  the  blind  visited  an  overage  of  92  visu- 


ally handicapped  persons  a month,  despite  the  fact 
that  one  of  the  3 teachers  was  confined  to  her  home 
by  illness  throughout  February.  The  number  of  visits 
to  the  blind  individuals  averaged  158  calls  a month 
and  totaled  473  for  the  quarter.  The  lessons  given 
during  the  quarter  totaled  373  and  included  188  in 
Braille  or  Moon  type,  157  in  handicrafts,  and  28  in 
other  subjects.  Figures  for  the  separate  months  are 
given  in  Table  19. 

In  addition  to  the  home  visits  and  lessons  given 
to  blind  persons  as  shown  in  the  table,  the  3 teachers 
made  12  collateral  calls  in  the  interest  of  several  of 
their  pupils.  One  teacher  attends  regularly  the 
monthly  Blind  Association  meetings  in  the  3 counties 
she  serves. 

The  229  Talking  Book  machines  allocated  to  Colo- 
rado are  lent  to  the  blind  for  as  long  as  they  make 
use  of  them.  The  electric  models  are  always  in  de- 
mand, and  as  soon  as  one  of  these  machines  is  re- 
turned it  is  repaired  and  assigned  to  a new  borrower. 
During  the  quarter  a monthly  overage  of  220  of  these 
machines  were  in  use.  Eight  spring  driven  models 
are  available  for  use  where  there  is  no  electricity. 

Tuberculosis  Assistance 

The  needy  tuberculous  persons  who  received 
care  in  approved  sanatoria  and  out-patient  depart- 
ments under  state-county  funds  in  the  first  quarter  of 
1942  numbered  280,  or  261  under  care  the  first  of  the 
year  plus  19  new,  readmitted,  and  reopened  cases. 
In  27  cases  care  was  terminated  during  the  quarter 
for  the  reasons  shown  in  Table  20,  and  on  March  31st 
there  were  201  patients  in  sanatoria  and  52  in  out- 
patient departments.
